Pointed Out Success of Electri- 
fying Steam Railroads. 



ELECTEIC LOCOMOTIVE 
HISTORY. 



Club Heard Interesting Paper 
About Heavy Electric 
Traction. 



At a meeting of the Electric Club 
last evening. Mr, .1. H. Shaw, Elec- 
trical Engineer of the Canadian Pact* 
fic Hallway, read a very Interesting 
paper on "Heavy Electric Traction." 
Mr. Shaw gave a short account of the 
electrification of parts of several 
steam railways in the United Slates, 
and showed how successfully the new 
system has worked. The Baltimore 
and Ohio H. H. was probably the first 
to undertake the use of electric lo- 
comotives for heavy traction. Within 
the city of Baltimore, because Of the 
comparatively largo percentage of the 
line being comprised of tunnels, It 
was found necessary to use electric 
locomotives, to eliminate the smoke 
and dangerous gases. Trains are 
handled electrically only In the up- 
grade direction, the locomotives re- 
turning light. 

The second, and perhaps one of the 
most important steam road elcctrlfi- 
atlons in the United States, was that 
if the New York t'entrai Terminal, 
initial operation of which started in 
i!)0ti. At present over 2, r >» miles of 
rack equipped with an underrunnlng 
third rail are in use. Two steam tur- 
bine stations located at Port Morris 
md at (ilenwond. each containing four 

,,ooo K.W, t'urtis steam turbine gen* 
•ratine units, delivering 26 cycle, 3- 
phase current lit 1 1,000 volts. This 
current Is delivered over B 10.000-volt 

ransmlsston to nine synchronous con- 
§rtor sub-otatlona, aggregating over 
10.000 K.W. Operation was started 
With 35 115-ton electric locomotives, 
,f the gearioss type, these being sup- 
plemented In a few years with 12 
similar units. In 1913 and 1914 six- 
en additional locomotives of a now 
icsign were put In service. Those 
atler are capable of hauling 1..00 
on passenger trains on a level track 
it nearly B0 miles per hour. There 
.ire now in service 192 motor cars and 
.i number of trailers, each having a 
eating capacity of 64 passengers. 
These cars are all steel construction, 
t0 feet long, and weigh about 57 tons 
•ach, completely equipped. The elec- 
trical equipment has shown remark- 
able reliability, there being very few 
Interruptions to traffic from electrical 
auses, and none whatever In the 
past eight years, from power station 
. rouble. 

Another Installation which took 
place shortly after the above, was on 
Lhe New York, New Haven and Hat- 
ford Hallway. There are In operation, 
100 locomotives and 6» multiple unit 
cars over a mileage of 500. The equip- 
ment on this railway wits made more 
complicated than on any other elec- 
trified railway, due to the fact that 
apparatus was required to operate 
them from alternating current on th» 
main system, and direct current when 
within the New York terminal zone, 
but in spite of this, there are very 
few lay-over periods, some of the lo- 
comotives being In continual use 24 
hours dally for 30 days. 

Shortly after the New York Cen- 
tral terminal electrification was com- 
pleted, the West Shore R. R., a sub- 
sidiary of the New York Central sys- 
tem, undertook an electrification pro- 
ject. The electrified section of the 
road is double tracked throughout, 
the distance hetween terminals being 
44 miles. The electrified division is 
equipped throughout with an under- 
running third-rail, power being fed 
from synchronous CWIVSTtor sub-sta- 
tions at fiOO volts. Four suli-stations. 
each containing two synchronous con- 
venors of 3oo K.w. capacity, receive 

power from the Adirondack Electric 
Power Corporation al 60,000 volts. It 
is interesting to note thai wlih the 
i Continue.! on Pag?

REJOINS HIS BATTALION,

A meeting of the Y. W. I '. A. was 
held yesterday afternoon in the 
Common Room of the R. V. C where 
Miss Kaufman. Canadian secretary of 
the Y. W. C. A. in Japan, delivered 
an address on. "The Changing PobIt 
lion of Women, and especially of Wo- 
men-Students In Japan." 

The first and last word of a Jap- 
anese woman's life is obedience. Since 
Christianity began to influence Japan 
the status of woman has been chang- 
ing, especially during lhe last twen- 
ty years. There Is not as yet, how- 
ever, a woman's movement, hut there 
is a decided feeling against certain 
old customs. For a long time children 
received no education in Japan, hut 
now there Is a compulsory course of 
six years. DuHng these years two 
thousand characters must he learned, 
so that the modem Japanese child has 
far less practical knowledge at the 
end of these six years than a child 
of the same age in America. In the 
secondary schools much more atten- 
tion Is paid to etiquette than la any* 

thine else. Tokyo Is the second larg- 
est student centre In the world. About 
fifty thousand students study there, 
most of whom come to the city from 
the country. They Study hard and 
long with no system whatever, often 
staying up all iiIkIiI. They have nol 
the reserve power of Canadian and 
American girls, as they lack the pro- 
per food and exercise to make l hem 
strong. 

There Is almost no social life in 
Japan, and no mixed social life at 

all, Marriages are arranged without 

the consent of lhe couple involved 
and girls are considered lucky if they 
know anything whatever of their fu- 
ture husbands. 

The Japanese people nre naturally 
emotional, hut they have so long sup- 
pressed their feelings thai they often 
are thought hard hearted and cold. 

The need of a satisfactory religion 
is, in Japan, very great, and Chris* 
ttanity Is the one religion that has 
proved itself capable of meeting this 
need. 

At the end of the very interesting 
address, Miss Fowler moved a Vote 
of thanks to Miss Kaufman.

Dr. James Katon Robertson, a grad- 
uate of the Faculty of Medicine of 
the class of '!>&, who, although a 
resident of the United States since 
graduation, was intensely Interested 
In Canadian affairs and a true Can- 
adian at heart, died suddenly on the 
4th, while driving his automobile at 
Mldvale, Utah, Dr. Rohertson was a 
native of I'rescott.

Though residing south of the bound- 
ary line, he remained ever greatly 
attached to Canada, and, at the out- 
break of the war, wrote a former 
classmate here, asking for information 
as to how he could forward subscrip- 
tions to the Patriotic Fund and the 
Red Cross. 

At the time of his death. Dr. Rob- 
ertson was on his way to visit a 
patient. He was stricken with heart 
failure and died before assistance 
could reach him. He owned a consid- 
erable amount of property In the vic- 
inity of Dethbrtdge. Alta.. and it was 
understood to have been his intention 
to come back to Canada to live. He 
was a member of the Knights of Py- 
thias, and also of the A. F. and A. M. 
His widow and four children survive.

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FAULT-FINDING. 

An abuse too common in our time is fault'-fiadiug. Even College 
students ilo not seem to be exempt from its evil influences. In their 
own sphere there are always to be found some students with a griev- 
ance to veut. It may lie the claim that personal favour is shown. 
i hat injustice is done in the distribution of privileges, that rules are 
made which bear unnecessarily on some few and so on, to the end 
of the chapter. lu many cases these plaints arc. to a j^reat extent, 
imaginary and groundless. Actions must not be entirely judged by 
their exterior circumstances. What appears unjust, if fairly e*> 
amiued in the proper light, may be altogether sound at the core. Cer- 
tain rules in personal instances may strike us as being rather severe, 
but this does not prove their injustice. \Ye. must bear in mind that 
rules are not framed to suit each individual taste, but have for their 
object the good of the whole body. If we formulated them, they 
might be different, but it is very questionable if they would con- 
serve as well the public harmony. 

Besides there are petty feelings of annoyance and fancied pri- 
me wrongs, the sooner the indulgence in which is stopped, the better 
it will be for all those concerned. If we attend to our duties in a 
faithful manner we will not have either the time or the oeeaison to 
habitually complain that defects exist on all sides. It is remarkable 
that "tales of woe" are largely to be heard from those who arc far 
from foremost in the fulfilment of their appointed tasks. H,. who 
is wise knows that flaws must exist, and realizes that if a remedy 
is not practicable, the sensible plan is to give in to circumstances 
without unnecessary complaint. It is always an easy matter to 
discover imperfections if we set out with that" intention, lint that 
is not our work, is it? 

Remember that our surroundings are pretty much like a mirror, 
and will reflect dolefully or pleasantly according to the manner in 
which they are viewed. If the spectacles of moroseness ami dissatis- 
faction are used, everything will, of course, appear distorted and 
faulty; but if, on the other hand, we look through the glasses of char- 
ity and cheerfulness, objects will assume a bright and pleasing hue. 
Let evenone do his utmost to diminish the army of fault-finding 
grievance seekers. If we rouvert but one into a peaceful and con 
tented citizen, a considerable work will have been accomplished. 

STUDENTS WANT GOOD TEACHING. 

. "If research work interferes materially with man's efficiency 
as a teacher, he should drop it or drop teaching." This is only one 
of the many positive expressions of opinions on the question of the 
research man as an instructor which resulted from an investigation 
carried on by an Illinois student last year. This student became 
very much incensed at the inefficiency of a number of his instruc- 
tors. He thought, that he had discovered a significant fact when 
he noticed that in practically every case where he had cause for 
eomplaint, the instructor was doing research work and was valued 
highly by the University authorities, as indicated by his standing 
iu the department and by his salary. 

Following up this idea, he sent out a series of questionnaires 
to all the large student houses around the campus. These ques- 
tionnaires asked the general opinion of the students about the 
efficiency of the instructors, the causes for inefficiency where 
found, and a. possible remedy. The investigator was swamped with 
answers and opinions. Everyone seemed anxious to have his little 
say about his poor instructors. There was an almost unanimous 
opinion that research work was sapping the energies of the mon 
as instructors. "Lack of interest in instructing," "too busy with 
other work,*' "ignorant of pedagogy." and like reasons for ineffi- 
ciency appeared again and again in the replies. There was not one 
reply which did not advocate some measure for improving the ef- 
ficiency of the University faculty in pedagogy. Of the several meas- 
ures suggested in the questionnaire, an efficient course in peda- 
gogy, pecuniary recognition of pedagogical ability aside from re- 
search work, and rigid pedagogical supervision by experts of all 
classroom instruction secured the greatest support. Many students 
expressed themselves in favor of offering a reward for superior 
teaching by granting different degrees for research work ami for 
instructorship. A few more radical students thought that the stu- 
dents ought to have a voice in the discharging of instructors when 
ihey proved inefficient as instructors. 

Of course many of these opinioas must be discounted consider- 
ably. The student is not apt to appreciate the need for research 
work. But that the students do feel keenly the fact that they are 
not getting the best possible instruction is clearly shown as is also 
the fact that the students resent, strongly that instructing them 
should be considered a minor duy. 

The student who conducted the investigation considered the 
results carefully, and then came to this conclusion: "The students 
of the University require the best the instructors have to give 
them, and as long as the primary function of an instructor is to 
write articles, he rarely gives the student his best. It is true that 
research work is a big factor in the furthering of knowledge. It, is 
necessary and it is vital. Hut there is a large possibility that in- 
structorship, the turning out of broad men and women from our 
University, is equally necessary and vital. Hoth should be encour- 
aged. Where the ability to do both is combined in one man, both 
should be encouraged in that man; but when a man is, as most 
men are, incapable of being proficient at two big tasks simultane- 
ously, without causing one to suffer at the expense of the other he 
should be permitted or even forced to confine his efforts to but. 
one, and be should be given recognition according to his ability. 
There should be a double standard for the salaries of the faculty. 
To-day many people doubt the value of a University education. 
When the double standard is adopted, and the Universities consider 
the instructing of the students of vital importance, the values of 
University training will no longer be questioned." 

This is a summary of the opinions of five hundred students of 
the tnivcrsity of Illinois.— Daily Illini.

ment being less than ti per cent, of 
Ho- total Lumber of train minutes' de- j 
tentlon, and a remarkable increase in 
the number of passengers carried has 
been made. 

The only road to use 3 -phase equip- 
ment is at the Cascade Tunnel by the 
(ireat Northern Railway. This tun- 
nel is 14,000 feet long, and has a uni- 
form grade of 1.7 per cent, Under 
steam operation, this tunnel had be- 
come the limiting feature of the road, 
.he heavier trains being only able to 
operate at 7 or X miles per hour. Poor 
electric locomotives were found umply 
able t.. handle the traffic. These 
locomotives weigh 1 15 tons each, and 
are equipped with 3-phase induction 
motors, connected by twin gears to 
the driving axles, power being deliv- 
ered at ii.iiOO volts A. C. from a 5.000 
K.W. hydro-electric plant at Leaven- 
worth. 

On the Norfolk and Western Hail- 
way, the electrification of 30 miles of 
road solved the problem of doubling 
the capacity of a hilly section with a 
tunnel, Twelve electric locomotives 
nave displaced 33 Mullet locomotives, 
and have Increased the average speed 
up the ruling L'.i per cent, grade from 
t> to 14 miles per hour. The principle 
of braking by regenerating power has 
proved a complete success. 

The Butte, Anaconda and Pacific 
Railway have electrified 30 miles of 
route, between the mines at Hutte and 
.he smelters at Anaconda, power be- 
ing purchused from the Montana 
Power Company at 2,300 volts. «0 cy 
1":. and is transformed by motor gen- 
•rutor sets to 2,400 volts D.C. for use 
m the trolley. The freight traffic 
insists largely of copper ore, and 
.he weight of a tram frequently 
reaches 5,000 tons trailing over a .3 
.jvr cent, grade. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
■aul electrification differs from all 
revtous projects of this kind in that 
mr complete engine divisions, as op- 
rated by steam locomotives, are em- 
' raced, four hundred and forty mi.es 
. route are Involved in this eleolrifi- 
ation, which will be fed from 14 sub- 
tations at an average distance of 33 
lies, the Montana Power Company 
imishtng them with power at 100,- 
,)0 volts, tio cycles. One of the most 
Istinctlve features of this electrifi- 
ation is the regenerative braking of 
the locomotives, which permits the re- 
j: of energy to the system on de- 
coding grades, the air brakes being 
ised only in bringing the train to a 
V.al stop. In actual practice It has 
ieen found that a large portion of 
he power generated by trains on de- 
fending grades is used Up by other 
rains taking power, or if no othei 
rain is available for absorbing the ox- 
•eas energy, the power is taken up by 
ne or more of the sub-stations and 
erurned to the transmission system. 

After reading his paper, Mr. Shaw 
poke for a few minutes on how the 
jso of pulverised fuel in locomotives 
would uffect the installation of more 
-'.jctric railroads, hut seemed to think 
that the Electrical Kngineer should be 
, loused with the advent of powdered 
fuel, aa it made possible a further In- 
rease In the power of the steam unit, 
_i» one of the disadvantages of electric 
ruction Is that the modern engineer 
Joes not know how to handle such 
heavy trains a* may be handled, and 
ho use Of pOWdefed coal would give 
him the experience. 



STRICT AT KANSAS. 

The discipline committee or Kan- 
' >-s University is very Strict, It re- 
' cently disciplined twenty-four stu- 
dents for various offenses. Eleven of 
these were put on probation for drop- 
ping their class hours below fifteen, 
two wen- expelled for over-cutting, 
L'.iree were dropped from classes for 
dishonest Work, and seven chemistry 
students were dropped from that 
course for secreting weights. 



RURAL EDUCATION. 



In a survey of agricultural conditions 
in Dundas county. Ontario, conducted 
by the Commission of Conservation 
In 1916, the subject of education i s 
reported on na follows: 

Ninety-eight per cent, of the 400 
fanners Visited had attended public 
school only, and one per cent, had at* 
tended high school. None who had 

attended college and one of the 400 

had attended business college. Nine- 
ty-two per cent, of the farmers' wives 
had attended public school only. Three 
per cent, had attended high school 
and none had attended college. 

Nine per cent, reported the children 
as having school gardens, while 23 per 
cent, reported having a home garden 
under the supervision of the teacher. 
Forty-seven per cent, stated that they 
had attended a short course in agri- 
culture and M per cent, were in fa- 
vour of short courses for the young 
people. Many of these short courses 
consist of judging classes In seed 
strain and live stock, held ( n valions 

parts of the country, to which all 

farmers are Invited. Ninety-seven 
per cent, were satisfied with the 
schools as at present managed. 

If the farmers' training Is to be 
Improved, the improvement must evl- 
, dentlv be made In the training in the 
rural school. Hence the wisdom and 
advisability of making the rural 
school training as efficient, adequate 
and suitable as possible to prepare 
the young men and young women for 
1 real life In the country. The teaching 
] of agriculture should occupy a more 
1 prominent place on the rural school 
. curriculum than at present. — Con- 
( servalion. *

over the present methods used by up-to-date tobacco growers in certain 
districts of the Province of Quebec.

Financial Condition Much Im- 
proved—Deficit Cut to 
$3,464.

STUDENTS' COUNCIL,. 

The Students' Council will meet thin 
week on Friday evening at seven 
o'clock, instead of this evening, as Is 
customary. 

TORONTO TO RE OPEN. 

The ITniverBity of Toronto will re- 
open to-morrow, so far as can be fore- 
men. In the meantime temporary ar- 
rangements have been made to carry- 
on courses in mathematics, history, 
political science, philosophy, physics 
and biology among the University 
subjects; Latin, Knglish, German, 
French and ethics among the. Univer- 
sity College subjects of the Faculty 
of Arts, and for first and second year 
courses In th<l Faculty of Medicine. 



The annual report of the University 
of Alberta shows an improvement In 
its financial condition, the financial 
statement showing a surplus of $1.- 
•I84.NL Deducting from tlds a deficit 
of Isr.â.l'S in the. printing department, 
and crediting llio 1915 general deficit 
of $16,799.68, the university has cut its 
deficit to $3.464. The report shows a 
staff of :>■> fur 1916, Including special 
lectures. Six members of the staff 
have temporarily severed connections 
with the university to tuke up war 
duties. In this connection It Is In- 
teresting to note that Professor IJoyle. 
of the department of Physics, has 
joined Sir K. Rutherford in Manches- 
ter to assist in research in connection 
with the detection of submarines. 

Fifty per cent, of the men who were 
on the staff at the outbreak of war 
have enlisted for overseas service, 
and more than f>0 per cent, of the stu- 
dent body lias enlisted. All the anti- 
typhoid vaccine used last year in the 
province for the troops of military dis- 
trict IS was manufactured in the bac- 
teriological laboratories and distribut- 
ed free to the Dominion Government. 
The University is now manufacturing 
this vaccine fur all four Western pro- 
vinces. A total of 2«i men who enlist- 
ed from this university have fallen in 
buttle, this honor roll Including the 
name of Stanley Gordon, assistant 
professor of history. 

The present registration of the stu- 
dent body Is 26 graduate students, 40 
fourth year, 74 third year, 104 second 
year and 174 first year, a total of 418. 
There are f>7 women students. Of 
this enrollment 79 per cent, arc of 
British origin, but only 7 per cent, 
are strictly alien, a good proportion 
of (he forelgu students being from 
the United States. Fifty-five per cent, 
of the students of British origin are 
native bom Canadians. Last year the 
percentage of British origin was 84. 
the falling off this year being ex- 
plained by enlistment.

8. — Requests for Lesve to Csnada 

During Convalescence, After Be- 
ing Wounded or After Sick- 
neas. 

All cases nf this nature are receiv- 
ing careful consideration from the au- 
thorities in Kngland, and those re- 
quiring a prolonged period of con- 
valescence, or treatment are returned 
to Canada on leave as soon as ar- 
rangements can be made for their 
transport. 

9. — Requests for Return to Canada on 

the Grounds that the Soldiar has 
Been Found Medically Unfit for 
Service in the Trsnhea. 

If any man cannot be usefully em- 
ployed overseas, he will be returned 
to Canada In due course by the mili- 
tary authorities In Kngland. It should 
be borne In mind that a large number 
of men are needed and are being used 
In less exacting military duties In 
England and on lines of communica- 
tion. 

10. — Requests for Discharge of Sol- 
diers Overseas who are aaid to 
bo Under Military Age. 



Some time ajjo we had a visitor, a 
man who had been everywhere and 
seen everything. 1 will call him Mr. 
Bigblow: i the — "ow," says the Edi- 
tor — and he Is quite an authority — 
should be pronounced as if it were 
written— "uff."). Let me give you 
some of my impressions. 

I was a little late. The seats had 
all been taken when 1 arrived, so I had 
to stand; and as I am not very tall. 1 
was not able to get a good look at Mr. 
Bigblow. I cannot, therefore, tell you 
much about his personal appearance; 
but his voice somehow sounded very 
much like his name. He had already 
begun his lecture, and the first words 
1 heard were these: — 

"... The Soft: I am not sur- 
prised, ladies and gentlemen, to see 
you shudder at the same. Medcric 
the Soft, whose name is on the lips 
of every organ-grinder, was indeed a 
terrible fellow. I need not recount 
his life of crime, for you know it 
too well. I need not tell you how he 
flirted with every girl he met. And 
when John the Twelfth of England 
caught him and shut him up in the 
Tower of the Castile, even then Med- 
eric the Soft continued upon his career 
of wickedness. For, having plenty of 
money concealed upon his person, he, 
after many attempts, succeeded in 
bribing his Jailors. They secretly 
supplied him with tobacco, and he 
would chew all day long, and expec- 
torate upon the heads of the inno- 
cent citizens. That was the kind oï 
man Mederic the Soft was, ladles and 
senti . . ." 

"Is that all you have to tell us?" 
thought 1. "Then, by the teeth of 
Teddy Roosevelt! life Is too short to 
waste in this way." And I got out of 
the Hall us fast as I could. 

Yes, yes, quit© true; I admit this is 
not a verbatim report of Mr. Blgblow's 
lecture. You say It is a caricature;; 
but? don't you think that a caricature 
Is sometimes truer than a photograph? 
1 believe it Is in this case. 

As 1 went home 1 asked myself 
many puzzling questions. How was 
It that a man who had seen so much 
(as he never tired of reminding us), 
should be so little-minded? It seems 
strange at first, but If you look into 
the matter, you will find that it can 
be explained quite simply. We live 
in an age when one of our faculties 
—memory — Is being fearfully over- 
taxed, and the Intellectual or reason- 
ing powers muBt necessarily suffer in 
consequence. Think of how Impres- 
sions keep crowding upon us! Think 
of what It means to be familiar with 
many large cities, to remember the 
faces of countless people, to bo versed 
in the technique of several trades— 
(most of us ore jacks of all trades, 
you know)— think of what all this 
means! It Is natural enough that a 
man who observed and remembered 
so much as Charles Dickens did should 
be of narrow intellect— as he certainly 
was. And this fact becomes still 
more apparent when we compare the 
great geniuses of our age with those 
of former ages. Where are the large. 
Dean-Swift type of intellects to-day? 
The great imaginative writers of the 
far piist — Goethe, Beethoven, Bach. 
Dante, Leonardo da Vinci — were men 
of powerful Intellect. Not so the men 
of yesterday and to-day. Dickens, 
Chopin. Victor Hugo, are intellectual 
pigmies by comparison. And, if (his 
be so, what shall we say ut Rudyard 
Kipling? A great writer, one of the 
very greatest of all English imagina- 
tive writers, he Is Intellectually a 
child, not only incapable of originat- 
ing an Idea, but of receiving one, a 
man whose brain seems to be abso- 
lutely thought-proof. 

Just one moment! Let us take a 
lung breath and approach the sub- 
ject from another angle. 

l'coplo who think clearly and ra- 
tionally — Positlvlsts, I believe they are 
called — arc always modest, (You re- 
member Montaigne's "Que sals-Jo?") 
This is easy to understand. To think 
means to forget yourself, to stand 
outside of yourself, as it were, to see 
things In their proper proportions, to 
see how unimportant you yourself are 
In the general scheme of things.

Anyone who studied the works of Kip- 
ling and his contemporaries, and per- 
ceived the childish arrogance and 
projudice (disguised by all sorts of 
fine names, such as Nationalism. Im- 
perialism, and the like), which forms 
the background of those works, could 
have foretold the coming of the 
Great War. 

Of course, litis Injury to the hu- 
man mind cannot go on forever. At 
present civilized man Is out of har- 
mony with his environment. The con- 
ditions have been changing so rapid- 
ly that he has not had time to adapt 
himself to them. Adaptation, how- 
ever Is bound to take place, and a 

new type of mind, a new

The following has been issued by 
the Department of Militia und Do- 
fence: 

"A largo number of requests of a 
personal nature with reference to sol- 
diers serving overseas with the Cana- 
dian KxpedlUonary Force, are dally 
received by tho Department of Mili- 
tia and Defence, and by the Canadian 
Military Authorities In England. It 
is. therefore, considered deslrublo to 
explain the methods which, in the In- 
terests of fair and equitable treat- 
ment to all concerned, are followed in 
each case. 

The policy adopted with respect to 
these requests bus been formulated 
with every possible regard for the per- 
sonal interests of tho soldiers con- 
cerned, and the natural unxlety and 
interest on their behalf of their rela- 
tives and friends. 11 should be re- 
membered, however, that, at this stage 
of the war the brave men of our own 
Canadian Army and those of the Brit- 
ish and Allied Armies require all the 
support that can be given them In 
their heroic fight for liberty. Justice 
and civilization. To this end the 
services of every available man in 
whatever capacity his physical and 
other capabilities fit him to occupy 
are urgently required both III England 
and at the Front. It should, there- 
fore, bo clearly understood that the 
exigencies of the military situation 
must be the primary consideration in 
dealing with such requests. 

The following statement explains 
Hie procedure adopted in dealing with 
the various cases mentioned. 

1. — Requests for Commissions for 
Men Serving Overseas. 

Every opportunity is given to de- 
serving men to qualify for commis- 
sions, both in England and at the 
front, and tho only way an applica- 
tion can be considered Is when it Is 
made by the soldier himself to his 
Commanding Officer, by whom it 
must be recommended. It will then 
lie forwarded through the usual of- 
ficial channels. A printed applica- 
tion form is available, which the sol- 
dier can obtain from his Command- 
ing Officer for this purpose. 

2. — Requests for the Return of Men 

To Take out Commissions in 
Canada, 

The authorities in Knglund; have 
definitely asked that no further re- 
quests of this nature be forwarded, 
as every opportunity Is given to de- 
serving men to qualify for commis- 
sions In England and France, and 
they are all needed. there. An appli- 
cation may be made by the man con- 
cerned to his Commanding Officer 
for permission to qualify in England 
or France for a commission. 

3. — Requests for tho Return of Offi- 

cers for Duty in Canada. 

All experienced junior officers now 
in England and France are required 
there. As regards senior officers, the 
authorities in England have arranged 
to Inform the Department of Militia 
and Defence, Canada, of any surplus 
of such whom they recommend and 
can spare for return to Canada. 

4, — Requests for Promotions. 

The military authorities propose 
and intend making all promotions ac- 
cording to efficiency and seniority, 
and records of all officers and men 
are carefully kepi, with a. view to as- 
sisting proper selection in this re 
sped. The officer or man concerned 
must first ho recommended for pro- 
motion by his superior officers. 

5. — Requests for Transfer of Soldiers 
Overseas from one Unit to 
Another. 

Such transfers are very disturbing 
lo the efficient carrying on of the 
work of the army and can very rare- 
ly be considered for the reason that 
a man who is already trained in one 
branch of the service, and wishes to 
be transferred to another, has to be 
trained ail over again at the public 
expense, and his services are lost in 
the meantime. In any event tho ap- 
plication must be made hy the soldier 
himself to his Commanding Officer 
lo bo by him forwarded through the 
usual official channels.

[ 6. — Requests for Leave or Discharge 
on Medical Grounds. 

Tho soldier himself should apply to 
his Medical Officer, who is the pro- 
per person to Judge of the merits of 
the case, who has ample, authority to 
deal with it and whose recommen- 
dations arc invariably followed. 

7. — Requests for Leave or Discharge 
on "Compassionate Grounds." 

In tho homes of soldiers who are 
absent, there occur what might be 
termed the inevitable tragedies of 
life, In the serious or fatal illness of 
members of their families. Under 
these circumstances the quite natural 
desire arises on the part of the rela- 
tives to have the soldiers return 
home, and numerous requests are 
made to this effect. Sucli cases form 
the major portion of those coming 
under this heading. 

While these enses are very distress- 
ing, they are, unfortunately, tho un- 
avoidable Incidents of war, and it is 
obviously impossible, where so many 
thousands of men are concerned, lo 
accede to any of these Tequests ex- 
cept In cases of . the most extreme 
urgency. 

in such cases, application should be 
submitted to the Officer Command- 
ing the Military District In Canada 
where the case arises, who will cause 
the same to be investigated and for- 
warded with his recommendation to 
Headquarters at Ottawa. The apppli- 
catlon should be accompanied in 
each Instance by definite Information 
and satisfactory evidence of the facts 
stated, endorsed by one or moro re- 
sponsible persons besides the rela- 
tives who can vouch for the fucts,

CHARGED WITH GRAFT 

Is Under Arrest Accused of Get- 
ting $630 in Confidence 
Game. 



Accused of having used a confidence 
game to obtain $630' from an Insurance 
company of SI. Paul after a fire of 
unknown origin at the rooming house 
he rented, Wayne M. Stevens, Illinois 
'17, of Taylorvllle, III., was placed un- 
der arrest last week, by Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Vandevort. An indictment 
returned by the grand Jury was re- 
sponsible for Stevens' arrest. Upon 
being taken into custody Stevene was 
committed to the county jail, but was 
released later on a bond of fl.000. 

Aocordlng to the charges brought 
against him, Stevens, while attending 
the University last winter, rented a 
-...rooming house on Illinois street from 
- /Mrs. B rower, and proceeded to sub- 
" rent tho rooms to other students in 
order to better his financial circum- 
stances. A few weeks after lie took 
charge, a fire broke out in the house 
and considerable damage was done to 
tho building before Ihe flames were 
put out. A short time after the fire, 
Stevens collected $630 from the St. 
Paul Klre and Marine Insurance Com- 
pany, with which he held a policy. 

Stevens' attorney has moved to 
quash the indictment on Ihe claim 
that there is lack of evidence of 
guilt. 

FOURTH YEAR SCHOLAR. 

Announcement was made yesterday 
by the Faculty of Applied Science of 
tho University, that tho Bahcock and 
Wilcox Ltd., Scholarship for this ses- 
sion had been won by Richard Laur- 
ence Weldon, of Winnipeg. Tho 
scholarship is valued at $200, and is 
awarded, by examination, to tho best 
all round Ungineerlng student of his 
year. Mr. Weldon is now a fourth 
year student. , 



The assignment of several battal- 
ions of Canadian woodsmen to cutting 
timber In Great Britain calls renewed 
attention to the great shortage and 
depletion of local timber supplies 
there. Relatively little attention has 
been paid to tho practice of commer- 
cial forestry in Great Britain, due in 
part to the existence of largo private 
estates and In part to the case of im- 
portation from other countries. It is, 
however, to be anticipated that the 
present denudation of Britain's for- 
ests will result, after tho. war, in the 
adoption by the Government of a com- 
prehensive plan for the reforestation 
of the millions of acres of non-agri- 
cultural lands which are now produc- 
ing relatively little In the way of for- 
est products. 

Exact statistics are not available 
as to the total amount of standing 
timber in the United Kingdom, but 
the timbered area has been estimated 
at 3,000,000 acres out of a total of 
77,000,000 acres. Prior to the war. 
this timber was valued at $155,00u.- 
000. In time of peace, England's tim- 
ber imports were valued at $215,000.- 
000 annually, so that If Imports were 
cut off, the total local supply would 
be insufficient for a single year's 
consumption. So great is the demand 
for timber for war purposes that, in 
spite of tho general cessation of build- 
ing operations, the consumption re- 
mains practically normal. 

Before the war, large quantities of 
timber were imported from Germany, 
as well as from Russia, Sweden, Nor- 
way, France, Portugal and Spain. 
With the complete cessation of im- 
ports from Germany and the diffi- 
culties in securing adequate supplies 
from the other countries named, tho 
way has been opened for a great in- 
crease in the amount of supplies from 
tho North American continent. Can- 
ada, for Instance, during the year 
ended July, 1916, exported to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, wood and manufactures 
of wood to the value of nearly $16,- 
400,000. Were adequate shipping fa- 
cilities available, the exports of Cana- 
dian supplies would have been much 
greater. 

While Canada's forest resources are 
great in proportion to her population, 
the tremendous possibilities for the 
development of the export trade in 
the future make it Imperative that 
these resources be conserved to the 
fullest possible extent, that the raw 
material may serve as the basis for 
the greatest development of Canadian 
Industry. The first essential is that 
the heavy annual loss from forest fires 
be reduced to a minimum. Very much 
still remains to be accomplished in this 
direction.— C. L, in Conservation.
